Dear  Sir:- 


Mrs.  Crawford  and  I,  after  a  pleasant  summer  spent  in  your  cottage, 
are  now  making  arrangements  to  leave  Lake  Placid  the  last  of  this  month,  possibly  by 
the  27th,  and  I  take  this  opportunity  of  writing  you  to  say  that  if  there  is  anything 
about  the  place  that  my  man  can  do  for  you,  while  we  are  still  here,  let  me  know  what 
it  is,  as  he  has  considerable  time  on  his  hands.  X  think  you  will  find  everything 

in  about  as  good  condition  in  the  cottage  as  when  we  took  it,  with  the  exception  of  a 
section  of  plaster  which  fell  during  a  severe  thunder  storm  or  just  after  it,  which  we 
had  up  here  in  June-  The  piece  which  fell  was  about  5  feet  X  3  feet,  near  the  large 
window  in  the  South  front  room,  and  directly  under  the  private  closet  which  con¬ 

tains  your  goods,  and  which  had  been  locked  up  some  time  before.  I  had  some  unbleach¬ 
ed  muslin  pasted  over  the  spot,  as  the  edges  gave  indications  that  more  would  come 
down,  but  none  has.  The  plaster  which  fell  indicated  that  it  contained  exceedingly 
little  hair,  and  I  would  suggest  to  you  that  in  having  the  room  re-plastered,  as  it 
probably  should  be  all  over  (as  there  are  numerous  blind  cracks  which  were  only  par¬ 
tially  covered  when  the  room  wa3  done  over  last  spring)  that  they  be  required  to  use 
more  hair,  and  properly  clinch  the  plaster  to  the  lath  which  the  present  plaster  does 
not. 


Shall  I  leave  the  key  of  the  house  with  Ur.  George?  There  will 
be  more  fclian  5  l/4  cords  of  the  stove  wood  I  paid  for  left  when  I  leave,  as  well  as  a 
small  amount  of  fire-place  wood  probably. 

Please  send  me  your  check  for  G13.12  to  pay  for  the  wood  remaining 
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Hr .  Chapman 
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on  hand,  as  per  my  understanding  with  you.
